days before he comes to this country. |

Dec. b 18 the feast day of 8t. Nicholas,
nlins Bantn Claus. He has nothing
whatever to do with Christmas, and
his visit there is an Anglo-Saxon an-
achronism. As their patron saint, chil-
dren were tnught to look to Nicliolas
for care and protection. In England
the custom was abolished with the
worship of salnts at the reformation
and was re-established In the Amerl-
can guise of Father Christmas in the
middle of the last centory.

But in Hollnnd Santa Claus contin-
ves to make his visits on the right day.
Dec. 5, The Duteh children do not
hang up thelrstockings, but place their
shoes, filled with bay or straw for the
donkey on which St. Nicholas rides, in
front of the fireplnce,

The Christ Child,
An Irish legend tells that on Christ-
mal eve the Christ Child wanders out
in the darkness and cold and the

peasants still put lighted candles in |

their windows to gulde the sacred lit-
tle feet, that they may not stumble on
the way to thelr homes, In Hungary
the people go yet further in their ten-
derness for the Cllld. They spread
feasts nnd leuve thelr doors open that
he may enter at his will, Through-
out Christendom there is a belief that
no evil can touch the child who Is bhorn
on Christmas eve,

GERMAN SANTA CLAUS ¥
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The Santa Claus Iden has groswn out
of a variety of legends and customs.
The festival of St. Nicholas, who wns
the especiul friend of the children, wns
celebrated In Germany about the Gth
of Decenmiber. It was easy enough to
mnke this colnclde with the later und
more festival, The tanglble
Banta Cluus was onlled “Knecbt Ru
pert,’' nud usually e was some e
ber of the family dreéssed up to repre-
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gent & beneficent gift giver. It was
the custom to have a yew bough
placed in the parlor of the German
home, and on this all the packages con-
taining gifts were placed. On Christ-
mas morning the whole family assem-
bled to elalm the gifts, each having to
guess the donor. “Knecht Rupert” dis
| tributed the gifts to the younger chil-
dren, but be lectured them also on
obedience and good behavior, and, if
any one had been bad, instend of a gift
he or she was given a switch that they
might be punished. So the little Ger-
mans try hand to be very good before
Christmas,

Dinners

ANY are the opportunities for
culinary trinmphs afforded by

llkely the housewlife’s kitchen will ex-
tinle hints of the daintles that are to
attest her skill on the memorable day.
For the Christmas feast there may be
all sorts of dainties. but that roynl bird,
the turkey, is the plece de reslstance

A typleal Christmas dinner conslsts
of a soup—say cream of celery—with
oysters, ronst turkey, onlons, potatoes,
eranberries, a lettuce salad, pium pud
ding, wafers, cheese, mince ple, lve
cream, froit cuke, candy, nuts, ralsins
and coffee,

To prepare oyster cocktails moke
stuuce by stirring together a tablespoon-
ful of tomnato ketchup, one-half table-
spoonful of grated horseradish, omne-
half tablespoonful of Worcestershire
sauce, a dash of tabasco sauce, a tea
spoonful of lemon juice and salt to
tnste, Bet in the ice untll chilied
through. Into chilled small glasses put
five little oysters and pour in this
gsauce; then put the glass in the center
of a plate of eracked lce.

Secald the turkey Instead of dry plek-
ing it. Clean and wash the fowl nicely.
Solect a turkey of about fifteen or six-
teen pounds, Tt takes from three to
four hours to roast one of this slze

A very rich turkey requires to be
offset with an acld jam or jelly, and
cranberries supply about the chenpest
and most satisfying relish of this sort.

Fut the following ingredients into a
large dish and mix them thoroughly
together for the plum pudding: One
ponnd of seeded raisins and the same
amount each of suet, currants and
flour; one-fourth pound of ecitron, one-
fourth pound of preserved ginger, n
grated nputmeg, a dessertspoonful of
allspice, elght eggs, one pound of dark
brown sugar and one wineglngsful of
brandy. Cook until done,

If you care to make your own mince-
ment here is n good recipe:

Two pounds of cooked lean beef
chopped, two pounds of beef suet chop-

ped, three quarts of apples ehopped,
three pounds of raisins seeded and
chopped, two pounds of currants, one
pound of eltron peel chopped, half a
poand of orange . peel chopped,
pound of lemon peel chopped, half a
cupful of lemon Julee, half a cupful of
orange juice, one tablespoonful of salt,
four cupfuls of sugar, one cupful of
maolusses, one cupful of coffee, one cupe
ful of bolled clder, three cupfuls of
birandy, upful of sherry wine
two tenspoonfuls ground clnnamon. one
teaspoonful allsplee and one teaspoun
ful cloves,

Mix all the Ingredients together ex
ecept the sherry and brandy and cook
slowly for two hours, Add the lquors.
In place of the brandy and sherry the
same guantity of cider may be used
The mincement sbould be allowed to
stand n month before It Is used,
